The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 8 are allowed based on the following: 

Prior art does not disclose avoiding a section collision for application server 
requests over a single database connection between a database server and an 
application server where a first statement received from a first application source 
identified by a first command source identifier is executed in parallel with a second 
statement received from a second application source identified by a second command 
source identifier. 

Claims 2 - 7 are allowed due to allowed base claim 1. 
Claims 9 - 14 are allowed due to allowed base claim 8. 

So as indicated by the above statements, Applicant's arguments have been 
considered persuasive, in light of the set of claims with limitations as well as the 
enabling portions of the specification. The dependent claims further limit the 
independent claims and are considered allowable on the same basis as the 
independent claims as well as for the further limitations set forth.
